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Part 2 - Red Cards 


A player is sent off and shown the red card if he or she 
commits any of the following seven offences: 


1. is guilty of serious foul play 
2. is guilty of violent conduct 


3. spits at an opponent or any other person 

4, denies the opposing team a goal or an obvious 
goal-scoring opportunity by deliberately handling 
the ball (this does not apply to a goalkeeper 


within his own penalty area) 


5, denies an obvious goal-scoring opportunity to 
an opponent moving towards the player’s goal 
by an offence punishable by a free-kick or a 


penalty kick 


6. uses offensive or insulting or abusive language 


and/or gestures 


7. receives a second caution (ie second yellow card) 


in the same match 


What is the difference between Serious Foul Play and 


Violent Conduct? 


It is Serious Foul Play when a player infringes the Laws 
of the Game and uses intentional violence when 
challenging for the ball against an opponent. (eg a two- 
footed tackle over the ball, studs up, violent tackle from 


behind, etc) 


tis Violent Conduct when a player is guilty of aggression 
towards an opponent even when they are not challenging 
for the ball. The ball can be in or out of play. If a player 
attacks one of his team-mates, the referee, an assistant 
referee, a spectator etc, this shall also be considered 


violent conduct 


A couple of decisions of the FIFA Board (that are also 
binding on all referees and players) are relevant here: 


Football Facts 
“The Seven Deadly Sins” 


» aplayer who commits a cautionable or sending-off 
offence, either on or off the field of play, whether 
directed towards an opponent, a team-mate, the 
referee, an assistant referee or any other person, is 
disciplined according to ihe nature of the offence 
committed. So if a player uses offensive or insulting 
or abusive language towards a team-mate or a 
spectator, the referee should, under the Laws, send 
that player off. Furthermore if a player sitting on the 
subs’ bench (ie off the field) commits the same offence, 
he should also be shown the red card.
